Company, Inc." was incorporated in 
Toronto, Canada with the purpose in 
mind to "feed" itself off of mistaken 
association with the G. & C. Merriam 
Company, 
the 
company 
which 


publishes the famous Webster's dic- 
tionary. 


Promoting "The New 
Webster 


International Dictionary of the English 
Language," this outfit advertised in 
national magazines offering to sell 
people a Webster's dictionary for about 
half the cost of the original. They called 
themselves "the world famous Webster 
Dictionary Company" in those ads. 


Merriam Co. sued for damages and a 


permanent 
injunction 
barring 
the 


company from continuing this practice. 
On Oct. 27 of this year, a Massachusetts 
federal court awarded the injunction 
against the Toronto company and 
assessed against them $75,169 in 
damages. The Toronto firm failed to 
appear in court or answer 
any 


depositions.

Extending the western city 


limits of Corsicana will be the 
subject of a public hearing Dec. 
6 when the city commission 
takes what might be the first 
step toward adding 612 acres of 
largely undeveloped land to the 
city. 


The move, according to City 


Manager Dick Ballenger, will 
square off the western limits 
and extend the boundaries far 
enough to give the city adequate 
control over future develop- 
ment at the western frontier. 


Ballenger said following the 


meeting that three developers 
have indicated plans to build 17, 
27 and 32-home developments 
just outside the city limits and 
that extending the present 
boundaries would allow the city 
to safeguard the quality of 
development 
through 
the 


exercise of its extraterritorial 
jurisdiction. 


WITHOUT restrictions like 


those in the city building code, 
Ballenger says, the builders 
could build and sell lots without 
proper 
water 
and 
sewage 


hookups. 


Also, Ballenger 
expressed 


concern during the meeting that 
there had been "a great deal of 
talk" that some of the existing 
developments near Corsicana 
might "form their own com- 
munities and do what they want 
to do." 


He identified one of these as 


Chapel Hills after the meeting 
and said he had heard similar 
rumors 
about land on N. 


Highway 75. 


The land in question for next 


month picks up the west city 
limit line 500 feet north of 
Highway 22 in the A. Hicks 
Survey. The new line runs 
parallel to the highway, cutting 
through land owned by Louis 
Wolens, the Church of Christ, F. 
C. Stewart, White's Chapel 
Church, Raymond Anderson, 
Navarro 
County 
Electric 


Cooperative, Billy Basham, E. 
E. Hamilton and J. W. Yarber. 


Turning on Yarber's boun- 


dary line to include all of this 
property, the line then follows 
the boundaries of the F. R. 
Kendall and J. A. Barclay 
Surveys.

annexation would add more 
than $1.25 million in property to 
the tax rolls, but said that the 
largest 
new taxpayer, 
the 


nursing home, has previously 
requested annexation. 


But he stressed that the 


future developmental concerns 
are the main reasons he's 
suggesting the annexation. 


"To make a long story short," 


Ballenger told the commission, 
"what we're getting into is 
we're getting a great deal of 
development out in this par-

"There's absolutely no question 
that this is something that very 
definitely needs to be done." 


Mayor H. R. Stroube Jr. in- 


terjected 
that 
Tuesday's 


meeting was only to call the 
public hearing and that the 
issue would be voted on later. 


Stroube had begun the an- 


nexation discussion by telling 
commissioners to ''get your 
facts together" on the an- 
nexation issue because he is 


expecting a "lot of backlash." 


Other property owners who 


would come into the city are 
Frank G. Borselino, J. C. 
Payne, A. G. Kenncbrew, John 
C,. Harper, the Knights of 
Columbus and R. M. Spurlock. 


THE CITY boundary in this 


area currently comes out both 
sides of Highway 22, from just 
past the hospital until it gets to 
Corsicana High School. The 
school acreage is within the city 
limits, but it appears as an 
island connected by the high- 
way. 


The IOOF property which 


would now be included within 
the city is the pastureland and 
lake area between the IOOF

Redistricting fight cost the county $30,000

Navarro County's 
2%-year 


fight against the recistrlctlng of 
county precincts has cost-the 
taxpayers close to $30,000. 


The result won't be known 


until around the first of the 
year, when the appeals court 
indicated it might reach a 
decision. 


If the appeal is not successful, 


it does not necessarily mean 
redistricting will occur. The 
commissioners 
court 
could 


appeal that decision to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. No one at the 
courthouse has indicated that 
alternative has been discussed. 


County Auditor Elbert Dossey 


added up the checks paid out to 
Dallas attorney Earl Luna or 
the firm of Luna and Murto and 
came up with a total of $27,422. 
The firm has represented the 
county in the case since the 
beginning. 


THE SUIT WAS origlnaly 


filed on July 8, 1975 by James 
Lister, Robert M. Scott, Foley 
M. Wynn, Mrs. Irene Burks and 
Rev. Larry L. Polk Sr. The case 
came to trial in April of 1976 in 
federal district court in Dallas 
before Judge Sarah T. Hughes. 


The original petition claimed 


"the 
plaintiffs 
fundamental 


right to vote is irreparably 
Injured by the apportionment of 
the commissioners court." It 
also charged that "a substantial 


disparity of population 
now 


exists 
among 
the com- 


missioners court precincts" and 
that black voters have suffered 
"an invidious dilution of their 
right to vote." 


In April of 1976 Judge Hughes 


threw out the precinct plan 
drawn UD by the commissioners 


court in 1969 and which is still in 
use. She appointed a master in 
June, Dan Weiser, to draw up 
redistricting 
plans 
for 
the 


county. 


LATER 
THAT 
MONTH 


Hughes accepted one of these 
plans and ordered it put into 
use. Six days after Hughes 


issued the order the com- 
missioners court voted 4-0 to 
appeal the ruling. County Judge 
Rob Dunn abstained. 


Judge 
Hughes 
granted 


several stay orders, delaying 
the implementation of the plan 
for over a year. Early in August 
of this year, following the Aug. 1 


expiration of her last stay or- 
der, Hughes denied an ad- 
ditional delay. 


Commissioners 
then began 


preparing 
for the 
possible 


changeover. Luna, meanwhile, 
asked the Fifth Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans to 
grant a stay pending a hearing 
on the appeal.

Five area hospitals face the threat of being closed because 


they do not meet a set of proposed federal guidelines designed to 
cut medical costs. 


The hospitals that might be closed include Fairfield Memorial 


Hospital, Ennis Municipal Hospital, General Mexia Hospital, 
Wortham Hospital and Hubbard Hospital, all of which do not 
meet the 80 per cent annual occupancy rate requirement for 
hospitals which have 100 beds or less. 


A sixth hospital, Teague General Hospital, is on the borderline 


and now has an occupancy rate of approximately 85 per cent. 


NONE OF THE hospitals surveyed in the Golden Circle are 


currently in total compliance with the set of proposed "National 
Guidelines for Health Planning" that were published in the 
Federal Register by the Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare (HEW). 


The proposed regulations call for less than four hospital beds 


(excluding federal hospitals) per 1,000 persons within a health 
service area, and those beds should be filled 80 per cent of the 
time. Other restrictions would be placed on obstetrical services 
and pediatric inpatient services. 


Other guidelines have an equally severe impact on larger 


Texas hospitals. These include guidelines on neonatal intensive 
care units, open heart surgery units, cardiac catheterization 
units, radiation therapy units and computerized tomographic 
scanner. 


Lehman Synder, administrator of the seven-year-old Hubbard 


Hospital said that if the guidelines are implemented, "in all 
probability, it would mean closure of this hospital. 


"THIS IS JUST about as serious as it can get," he said. 


"We're writing letters as fast as we can to Congress, HEW and 
the President to try to get them to cancel these guidelines," said 
Snyder. 


Snyder said the 30-becl hospital is currently operating with a 


50-per cent occupancy rate. If the guidelines are implemented, 
hospitals will have five years in which to meet the guidelines. If 
by 1984, the Hubbard Hospital isn't operating at 80 per cent 
occupancy, the doors will have to be closed, he said. 


Agreeing with Snyder's comments was Ennis Municipal 


Hospital administrator Ronald Hudspeth who said that although 
the number of beds would probably remain the same in Ennis, 
"there wouldn't be a hospital here because you don't have the 80 
per cent occupancy." The 49-bed hospital presently has an oc- 
cupancy rate of 38 per cent. 


Hudspeth also noted that if the hospital was allowed to remain 


open, obstetrical services would be eliminated because the 
hospital does not meet the minimum number of 500 deliveries 
annually. 


"IF THE guidelines are implemented, virtually all of Ellis 


County will be without a hospital," predicts Huspeth. 


"The most important single factor HEW doesn't understand," 


he said, "is that closing a bed doesn't reduce cost — no more 
than closing up a bedroom of your home and expecting the 
mortgage to be lowered." 


Wortham Hospital, which has 32 beds, would definitely have to 


close its obstetrical unit because of the guidelines, said Mrs. 
Stella Massey, administrator. The hospital does not meet the 


occupancy requirement either, posting only a 60 per cent oc- 
cupancy rate. 


Mrs. Massey quoted from a recent survey conducted by the 


Texas Hospital Association which states that 96 per cent of the 
smaller hospitals of 100 beds and less will be closed completely 
because of annual occupancy below 80 per cent. 


"The doctors are very concerned and the people in this area 


are very concerned," she said. "Everyone is writing to HEW 
and the senators and representatives about it." 


SHE SAYS rural hospitals, such as Wortham Hospital, serve a 


"big need" and predicts that if people are forced to go to a 
larger hospital such as in Waco or Corsicana, medical costs will 
be going up rather than down.

"IT DEPENDS on what they decide our area or our population 


is," said Mrs. McDonald. Even though the hospital does not 
presently provide obstetrical services, the guidelines would not 
permit the hospital to do so in the future. 


Everett Scherrard, administrator of the Teague General 


Hospital which has a 30-bed capacity, said that Freestone 
County presently has 102 hospital beds, and if the guidelines go 
into effect, that number of beds might be reduced by as much as 
25 per cent. 


He said that the Teague hospital recorded a 74 per cent oc- 


cupancy rate for the year ending June 30, but since that time has 
averaged 85 per cent. 


Scherrard said that 130 babies were delivered at the hospital 


last year, and predicts that obstetrical services as well as 
pediatrics would have to be eliminated entirely. 


"It looks like as a whole, it (the proposed guidelines) is really 


designed to do what it is intended not to do," he said. "From 
what we can determine, our private rooms are $60 a day and if a 
person had to go to Waco — well, I just don't believe Waco can 
compete with $60 a day." 


JONATHAN F. Godfrey, administrator of General Mexia 


Hospital said that "if implemented totally, the guidelines would 
be a threat to the medical health ot the community. In- 
conveniencing people would be the least of the problems. 


"As with most of the hospitals, the guidelines would mean a 


curtailment of services," said Godfrey. "I think you wouldn't 
have many that would be exempt." 


The 77-bed Mexia hospital has a 50 per cent occupancy rate, 


and for the year ending June 30, there were approximately 
11,650 admissions. 


He noted that the nearest major medical center, Waco, is 42 


miles from Mexia, and he predicts a stack-up of patients and 
waiting lists at larger hospitals if the guidelines are im- 
plemented. 


Godfrey also noted that the proposed guidelines were created 


by people on the East Coast who live in high density areas. 


"They're just not used to rural communities separatged by 


great distances," he said.

City hopes to have the state

Dick Ballenger told the city 
commission that it would cost 
$250,000 to bring the street up to 
state standards.

recommend the city take this 
action, a sentiment shared by 
Mayor H. R. Stroube Jr., who 
called the proposal 
"more 


expensive than we can cope 
with at this time." 


Ballenger said the state asked 


for several new requirements 
on road standards, making the 
project more costly than he 
anticipated. 


The commission decided to 


put S. 15th on the list of 
proposed 
bond streets, 
in 


general 
agreement 
with 


Commissioner Dr. R. B. Gober 
who said that the city could still 
improve the street without 
bringing it up to state stan- 
dards. 


BALLENGER SAID a traffic 


count recorded 1,250 vehicles 
per day using the street. 


The 
commission 
also 


suthorized Ballenger to pursue 
the purchase of all but four lots 
in city block 308, across the 
street from the city barn, and 
approved the purchase of new 
trash containers. 


Ballenger reported a "firm 


verbal option" on the property, 
saying 
that 
the 
property 


belongs to an estate and that 
one person is currently trying to 
get all the property together. 
This person, Ballenger said, has 
agreed to sell the land to the city 
for $25,000. 


He said the price came to 35 


cents per square foot, which he 
and Stroube both called a good 
deal. 


The land would be used im- 


mediately for the storage of 
bulk material, and Ballenger 
said he hopes to have an item on 
the next bond issue to build a 
new city shop on the property 
and then use the present barn 
for storage. 


Money for the land purchase 


would come equally from the 
general fund surplus and the 
utility budget surplus. 


Ballenger was authorized to 


spend up to $15,000 to purchase 
32 cubic foot containers, which 
he says will reduce the number 
of garbage runs necessary for 
the larger stores while also 
freeing several of the smaller 
containers to meet what he says 
is an increasing demand. 


Ballenger said the cost of the 


containers will be recouped 
within a year through the fees 
involved in the pickups.

Book thieves drain library 


Lost books cost when stolen, replaced

The thieves come in all ages 


and sizes and from all parts of 
town. Most .of the time they 
make their heists in broad 
daylight under the eyes of their 
victims. And the victims, once 
the theft has occurred, know 
who the thieves are and, in 
many cases, where they live. 


The thieves, and that's what 


librarian Jerre Roe says they 
are, are the people who check 
out library books and never 
bring them back. 


The booknappers deplete the 


library by about 100 books per 
year, and have been doing so for 
the last few years, Miss Roe 
says. In monetary terms, she 
says, this means the library 
loses close to $1,000 a year 
through the lost books plus 
whatever the cost is to replace 
the books. 


Miss Roe says she Is able to 


cut costs on replacing some 
books by shopping at used book 
stores, reporting a good buy 
recently on "The Valley of the 
Dolls" while looking presently 
for "Peyton Place." 


And replacing the books is 


mandatory in most cases, she 
says, since the books most often 
stolen are those that are most 
popular. 


IN FACT, just those books 


taken over the past two years 


would provide hours of varied 
reading or instruction if one 
person 
used 
the 
purloined 


lettres for a personal library. 


Along with "The Exorcist", 


"Jose Antonio Navarro" and 
"That Good Old Baylor Line", 
are "The Power of Positive 
Thinking," "Great Voices of the 
Reformation," a 
"Complete 


Guide to Everyday Law," and a 
full selection of novels. 


Also available in some of 


Corsicana's homes — if not at 
the library 
— are "Gun 


Collector's Digest," "Roberts 
Rules of Order," "Chllton's 
Auto Repair Manual," "Goren's 
Bridge Complete," "The Art of 
Looking Younger" and Amy 
Vanderbilt's book on etiquette.' 


Miss Roe says the books most 


likely to be stolen are those 
offering varying kinds of in- 
struction, books on drugs and 
books dealing with pets. She 
says, too, that when someone 
who takes out a card for the first 
time chooses a book on the 
occult, "we just kiss the book 
goodbye." 


Knowing who has the books is 


easy, the card number on the 
book cards provides this in- 
formation. But Miss Roe says 
knowing where the book thieves 
are is not as easy. 


Often when library workers 


go out to pick up the books, they 
discover the book thief's "home 


address" is a vacant lot which, 
according to neighbors, has 
always been vacant. 


MOST OF THE book cards 


note that 
the person who 


checked out with the book has 
moved, and Miss Roe recalls 
one such avid reader leaving 
town with 15 library books. 


Those people confronted by 


librarians about their overdue 
books "usually cough them up," 
Miss Roe says. She says most 
people with long overdue books 
are either too embarrassed or 
afraid of the fine, and say they 
just kept the books because they 
didn't want to face the music. 


The librarians fine people up 


to the cost of a book, but those 
whose delinquency forces the 
librarians to go out and retrieve 
a book also face the prospect of 
never using the library again, 
gaining a place on the library's 
blacklist. 


When 
a 
person's 
books 


become 
delinquent, 
the 


librarians send three notices 
before calling the delinquent. If 
the call fails to produce the 
book, then a trip to the person's 
home is the final resort. The 
librarians have even 
found 


some success. in calling a 
person's boss to encourage the 
person 
return 
his 
overdue 


books. 


While the lost book rate 


remains about 100 annually, 


Miss Roe says the library has 
never lost one of Its art prints — 
and knocks on wood — though 
everyone with a library card is 
entitled to check out two of the 
prints. 


SIMILARLY, SHE says, the 


library has been "lucky with its 
records". She attributes this to 
the small selection of pop music 
and albums of musicals. 


The book thieves' "sins come 


back to haunt them," however, 
Miss Roe says, and those people 
on the blacklist are often caught 
a second time trying to check 
books out on the card of a friend 
or relative. 


She also says that parents 


whose negligence with their 
children's books can cost the 
child when he gets old enough to 
be concerned with term themes. 


Miss Roe points out, too, that 


people who let others use their 
library card are responsible for 
the books checked out on the. 
card and must be prepared to 
accept 
the consequences if 


someone else loses the books. 


Getting 
on the 
library's 


blacklist is a permanent thing, 
too, according to Miss Roe. She 
says that people stealing library 
books are 
not 
considering 


assistant librarian Dee Brown's 
maxim that '"Sooner or later, 
everybody needs to use the 
library.'"

Cold, hard facts for the real world will be the basis for the 1978 


Chamber of Commerce-Navarro College Career Day, according 
to the chairman of the Career Day Committee, Mark Culwell. 


Culwell said Monday the committee wants to provide area 


students with solid information about opportunities in careers. 
He explained the emphasis by pointing out that last year Career 
Day's most attended clinics were Commercial Art and Future in 
Fashions. 


Culwell said in those two careers the competition is fierce and 


to a great extent success depends on luck. The committee met at 
the chamber Monday to finalize plans for the day which is 
currently scheduled for May 10 at Navarro College. 


Six of the 39 clinics offered last year have either been 


eliminated or combined, according to Culwell, because of low 
interest or other factors. A total of 33 clinics will be offered in 
1978. 


OTHER CHANGES planned by the committee include having 


a keynote speaker to set the tone for the day. 


"We want to get somebody who will really encourage students 


and get them excited," Culwell said. 


No one has been picked to "set the tone," but Culwell says if 


the committee begins looking now, they should be able to get a 
name personality who can motivate students to plan for a 
career. 


Culwell said participating area schools will be encouraged to 


hold the students accountable for attending the Career D0y 
instead of skipping out. He added the temptation might be 
greater for next year's day because the clinics are scheduled for 


only in the morning. 


He explained this change saying it would give students the 


opportunity to look around a college campus more and meet 
with faculty, counselors and department heads. 


"An amazing thing," he said, "is the number of young people 


right around here who have never seen a college campus. It's 
something they need to be exposed to." 


The committee also decided to redesign the brochure outlining 


Career Day. In the past, the brochure has been in pamphlet 
form and the committee wants to come out with a four page 
tabloid. 


THE TABLOID would contain more than just an outline of the 


day and who will speak, but also interviews and photographs of 
persons in many of the careers which will be discussed at the 
Career Day. Culwell says the interviews will provide much of 
the "cold, hard facts" from people in those careers about the 
fields they are in. 


Information such as pay, benefits, advancement chances, and 


other details about a job would be included. 


"We feel eood about this Career Dav. We were all a little 


discouraged after this year's, but we think this one's going to be 
good," Culwell said. 


Culwell added the committee is also considering sponsoring a 


second career day for people who are older. I Jke women whose 
husbands have died, or the kids have grown up and gone, or for 
whatever reason, are seeking information about a new or second 
career. 


He adds that this idea is still in the discussion stage, but the 


committee hopes to work on it sometime next year.

said. One suspect has been 
arrested and Is being held in 
Denton pending his return to 
Navarro County. The property 
was recovered 
Tuesday 
in 


Tarrant County. 


"This property was recovered 


because the owner engraved his 
driver's license on his television 
and other items. If he hadn't 
done this we never would have 
recovered it. We only had slim 
leads," Shelton said. 


Shelton believes the cracking 


of the case was a "direct result" 
of the engraving and he en- 
courages citizens to do the same 
on all their personal property. 


"This is the holiday season 


and house burglaries always 
increase during this time of 
year," Shelton said. 


Shelton 
explained 
this 


identification process aids law 
officers in .determining the 
owners of recovered 
stolen 


property. He 
added that 


the lack of identification on 
property prevents thousands of 
dollars worth of property not 
being returned to owners each 
year. 


The sheriff recommends and 


encourages people to engrave 
their driver's license number on 
all 
household 
appliances, 


stereo's, washing machines, or 
just about anything of value 
which can be picked up and 
moved. 


"People should engrave the 


number in two places, one Ln 
front where it's visible; and the 
other in back or somewhere that 
is not readily visible," Shelton 


said. 


Shelton said his department 


has a few of the electric 
engraving devices to loan out, 
but suggests people buy one to 
keep for themselves. He ex- 
plained that while he is willing 
to loan out the devices, he feels 
the Investment is worthwhile 
because people are always 
getting new items. 


"If people would take the time 


to do this they would benefit 
greatly in case their house is 
ever burglarized," he said.

School calendar could change as weapon against utility bills

Texas schools could soon be 


starting their school years after 
Labor Day, according 
to 


Superintendent Mark Culwell. 


Culwell says state educators 


are considering a number of 
alternatives while trying to 
devise ways to save energy and 
make the schools more com- 
fortable. One possible solution 
would 
rearrange 
school 


calendars to coincide with the 
milder times of the year. 


Thinking on the more efficient 


alternatives is "still in its in- 
fancy," Culwell says, but the 


rising costs of utilities could 
spur radical changes in school 
operations within the near 
future. 


IN ADDITION to starting 


later 
in the 
year, 
school 


calendars could also show items 
like six-day 
weeks, longer 


school days, year-round classes 
and shorter school days. 


Culwell says the varying 


lengths of the days would 
coincide with mild and extreme 
weather, with more schooling 
taking place during those parts 
of the year when the schools can 
operate cheaper. 


Varying school days would 


require a change in the current 
method of deciding how much 
.schooling is enough, Culwell 
points out. Currently, schools 
are required to hold classes 175 
days each year. But, if the 
school days are of different 
duration, Culwell anticipates 
switching 
to 
a 
state 


requirement for so many clock 
hours of schooling per year. 


If such a plan were adopted, 


Texas schools would try to get 
maximum use out of spring and 
fall, according to Culwell, and it 
would be at these times when 
the longer days and the possible 


six-day weeks would come into 
play. 


Accumulating the additional 


school hours would let schools 
cut back classes when heating 
and cooling costs would be 
greater, and in some cases 
could cancel school completely 
during extreme weather. 


THE CORSICANA SCHOOL 


system must deal with both of 
the most common weather 
problems, Culwell says. The 
older buildings are poorly in- 
sulated and needing repairs 
while the high school is a closed 
system which requires constant 


energy to regulate the tem- 
perature. 


The insulating and weather- 


proofing practices which could 
make the older buildings more 
efficient are not cheap, Culwell 
says, adding that to make a 
building like Drane energy 
efficient would "cost a lot of 
money." 


The cost of conservation is, in 


fact, 
prohibitive 
to 
most 


districts, he says. 


Culwell says new schools like 


Corsicana High 
have no 


doors or windows to open to take 
advantage of good weather. He 
explains that the high school's 


system is such that the heating 
ditioning and the air con- 


unit regulates the air con- ditioning regulates the heating.

Culwell

Manufacturers Association has 
suggested it would be cheaper 
for state schools to use their 
most 
efficient 
buildings 


throughout the year. Culwell 
doesn't think this would readily 
be acceptable to the public. 


WHILE STATE GROUPS are 


looking for solutions to the 
energy dilemma, Culwell will 
be organizing a local group 
within the next few weeks to 
study Corsicana's particular 
needs, 
especially 
air con- 


ditioning. 


Culwell told members of the 


Fannin 
Parent 
Teachers 


Association last week that their 
request to pay for air con- 
ditioning at the elementary 
school might be premature 
because of the changes that are 
now 
being 
considered 


statewide. 


After the school board agreed 


with Culwell and denied the 
PTA's request, he was in- 
structed to form the local ad- 
visory group, which he says will 
consist 
of 
administrators, 


board members and four or five 
parents from each campus. 


Culwell says the air con- 


ditioning suggestion is one that 
surfaces periodically and that 
cooling the schools would be 
"Cheaper than most people 
think." 


But Culwell is not optimistic 


about getting the schools air 
conditioned soon. He says the 
current climate for a bond issue 
is not good. 


More importantly, Culwell 


says, the air conditioning ex- 
pense might not be needed if 
new school calendars eliminate 
the hot portion of the school 
year.
